[The  following  letter  was  written  du¬ 
ring  the  laftwir;  and  as  it  comains 
l\>me  very  lenliblc  oblervatioiib  t)n  the 
military  charaviter,  we  rteonunend  it 
to  the  periiial  of  our  young  geutlcincn 
in  that  proreliion.] 

Extras  of  a  Lf^tter  /o  Gentle  M  EN  in 
the  Army. 

^l^HE  writer  of  this  letter,  after  ridi- 
X  culing  that  abliird  notion  of  ho¬ 
nour,  particularly  with  reganl  to  duel¬ 
ling,  which  is  too  generally  adopted  by 
tlie  witlings  of  the  army,  cimveys  fcveral 
ulcful  hints  to  his  bi other  officers,  by 
relating  a  converfation  with  a  gentleman 
who  had  the  honour  to  ferve  his  king  and 
country,  in  a  military  capacity,  for  the 
fpace  of  forty* two  years.  “  1  quitted 
the  fervice  (fays  this  honed  veteran),  be- 
caufe  I  thought  inyfelf  incapable  of  per¬ 
forming  the  duties  of  another  campaign 
with  that  vigour  which  is  required 
commanding  officer.  'I'hus  I  have  made 
room  for  men  of  more  aiftivity,  and  have 
the  fatisfadlion  to  end  my  days  in  peace. 
Yet  1  retain  my  affe<5tioii  fur  the  armv, 
and  always  prefer  the  company  of  a  fol- 
dicr  to  that  of  any  other  man,  provided 
he  behaves  as  a  loldier  ought  to  do  :  but 
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really.  Sir,  the  gentlemen  of  the  army  . 
are  in  general  fo  exceedingly  debauched, 
dnd  fo  ignoiant,  even  of  their  own  pro- 
fellion,  that  it  is  rarely  in  my  pow'er  to 
make  company  of  them.  A  man  who 
happens  to  have  a  tolerable  lliare  of  un- 
deritanding  (iiuis  little  amufement  in  the 
company  of  nun,  who,  in  lefs  than  an 
hour  after  dinner,  deprive  themfelves  of 
their  reafon.  In  fpitc  of  all  my  philofo- 
phy,  1  have  not  patience  enough  to  lifteu* 
to  the  nonfenfe  of  a  drunken  company. 

I  have  no  objection  to  a  chearfitl  glafs ; 
but  1  cannot  bear  to  fee  a  man  tun  in 
more  liquor  than  his  head  will  carry.  lt‘ 
is  molt  aiioniihing  that  our  officers  will  ^ 
not  refietit,  tint  nothing  injures  their 
•coidlitut  ons  more  than  debauchery  ; 
that  no  men  upon  eavth  have  more  rca-  ' 
fon  to  piefervc  their  health,  as  there  arc 
no  men  more  expofed  to  bodily  fatigues. 
Are  any  of  them  ignorant  that  a  man  of 
a  bad  habit  of  body  has  but  littl:^  hopes  - 
of  rcc»)vering  even  of  the  ilighted  wound? 
But  there  are  other  etteds  of  drunken-  f 
nefs,  whi<’h,  one  would  imagines  were 
alone  fuflicient  to  deter  them  from  it ;

And,  is  not  lie  who  is  guilty  of  perjury  a 
feoundreir  Iflhisthen  be  .i  .nie  ftate  of  the 
cafe,  what  a  Drm  Qniy.ottc  appeanoicc  do 
onrdiieiling  heroes  ii.ake,w lio,whilll  they 
arc  hgh'dfig  a  man  for  having  nfed  the

fooi)  grow  cut  of  fathio’.r.  fn  lliort,  Sir, 
ti’.erc  area  thoiifand argument.*)  that  iniglit 
be  nfed  ag.ainfl  dudling,  and  not  one  that  . 
carries  with  it  the  lealt  weight  that  could 
be  proihued  i  i  its  favour.  Hut  tiie  ica- 
fou  wir.’  it  if.  coiitinuctl.  In  defpite  of  all 
that  -an  hi.  laid,  againft  it,  is,  that  all  our 
tine  gcid.knien  arc  in  general  a  kind  (>f 
a  il. Vial 3  fo  con4SrKd  in  their  ideas,  trom  a 
il’ipiti  n  pligeucc  in  tlitir  education,  tliat 
tlic  fonndeft  rcalba,  or  moff  coiiclurive 
.•’.’•gnment,  has  no  more  power  on  their 
v  e;k  ui.dcrlt.iridings  than  the  whiftling 
ot  the  wiriii.  All  '.he  .Tnf;vcr  that  you  can 
to  M  fc)  ii'iis  (picUion  is,  “  Damn 
von  -  realons,  g'vc  r.s  your  whore,  and 
dr  nk.  about.’*  'I'lii^  is  deemed  a  w-itty 
I  t  ply  ;  a  horfe*  laugh  fucceeds,  and  there 
is  an  rrd  nf  your  aignmcnt. 

'ri'.elc  arc  the  men  \v!:o  are  intni fl¬ 
ed  wiih  thedeience  of  vciir  nation’s  ho¬ 
nour,  your  lives,  your  liberty,  your  cve- 
ry-ihing  !  I'hey  imagine,  that  when  they 
h  ive  learned  to  f.tlute  gracefnlly,  and  ad- 
v.incc  tl  eir  tHpor.toons,  &:c,  they  are 
cumpVte  foldier.s.” 

A  fudden  iliower  of  rain  put  a  (lop  to 
the  colonel’s  harangue,  and  obliged  u» 
to  It  tire  into  the  honic.  \\  c  then  j(»ined 
the  t.imily,  and  were  not  left  apain  to 
t  iirU  lves  till  alter  fupper.  We  flipped  in 
the  old  gentleman’s  libraiy,  which  con- 
f.ii.'.s  at  Ic.tll  a  theutand  vclurrc**,  chiefly 
uulitary  iuid  hillorlca;.  WU’i  the  la- 
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ilies  had  retired,  “  Thomas,”  the 
Colonel  ('be.ikins' to  i)is  ilrvant),  “  you 
may  bring  me  a  pipe;  tl>e  geiillemau 
will  exciil'c  it,  when  1  tell  him  that  1  have 
not  gone  to  bed  thefe  forty  years  with* 
out  firft  finoaking  a  pipe.**  I  told  him, 
that  if  he  would  permit  it,  I  would  bear 
him  company  ;  a:  wiiich  the  old  gentle¬ 
man  feemed  very  agreeably  fnrprizcd, 
calling  out  with  a  It^ud  v««ice,  “  'riiomas, 
bring  a  couple;  this  honefl  gentleman 
finoaks  tobacco.  Iiitlccd,  Sir,**  lays  he, 
“  you  kvc  much  in  the  riglit  oii*t.  It 
may  not  be  a  polite  enftom,  but  it  is  an 
excellent  remedy  againlt  infection,  and 
therefore  of  great  ufe  iu  camps.  1  ob- 
ferverl,  when  I  was  ahroul,  that  the 
Germans  and  Dutcli  always  loll  fewer 
men  by  epidemic.!’  dilorilers  than  the 
French,  which  I  believe  was  chiefly  ow¬ 
ing  to  the  life  of  tobacco  iu  the  German 
and  Dutch  armies.** 

“  Let  me  fee  (fays  the  ohl  Colonel  to 
my  aiithoi),  it  is  now  about  two  years 
lince  1  had  a  ftrangc  kind  of  adven¬ 
ture  with  a  man  of  honour,  who,  in  con- 
fequence  of  having  danced  at  an  aflcm- 
bly  with  one  of  iny  daughters,  did  me 
tlie  honour  to  vilii  me,  from  the  very 
barracks  in  which  you  now  live.  The  man 
feemed  t^»  have  lud  what  is  called  a  po¬ 
lite  education  ;  and  though  1  found  him 
t  xtremcly  ignorant,  not  only  in  the  very 
l  udimeius  of  learning,  but  in  every  thing 
beyond  the  A,  B,  C  of  his  profeflion  ;  yet 
as  he  feemed  to  entertain  my  girls,  w^ho 
naturally  preferred  a  trifling  companion 
to  no  comjiany  at  all,  1  ihewed  him  all  the 
civility  in  my  jmwer,  and  gave  him  a  ge¬ 
neral  invitation  to  m/  hoiile.  He  vifited 
us  twice  a-week,  fm-  the  fpacc  of  three 
months,  and  very  frequently  took  a  bed 
with  us  ;  till  cue  night,  as  I  fat  reading 
in  this  very  room,  my  youngeft  daughter’s 
inaid-ferv  int  came  and  told  me,  that  Ihe 
could  not  go  to  bed  without  informing 
me,  that  the  Captain  had  forced  the  key 
of  her  young miftrefs’s  chamber  from  her; 
that  he  offered  her  five  guineas,  and  had 
her  he  filent,  if  flic  would  oblige  her  la¬ 
dy.  I  ordered  her  to  bed,  and  to  leave  the 
reft  to  me.  1  then  retired  into  a  room, 
which  is  feparaltd  faun  my  daughter's 
apartment  only  by  a  thin  partition,  where 
1  hail  not  fat  almve  half  an  hour,  before 
tlic  noble  Captain  failied  forth  in  his  Ihirt, 
and,  having  opened  the  door,  advanced 
to  my  daughter’s  bed.  Though  1  had  no 
reafon  to  iiifpcft  the  girl’s  virtue,  yet,  as 
it  w  as  almofl  imporTib’e  to  conceive  how 


a  man  could  have  the  impudence  to  make 
fnch  an  attempt  without  ibme  hopes  of 
a  favpurablc  reception,  I  waited  to  hear 
what  Ihe  would  f.iy  ;  but  I  was  foon  a- 
larmctl  with  the  words,  “  Lord  /..Imigh- 
ly — good  God— for  heaven’s  fake — .ire 
you  mad — help — !idp  !”  f  then  riifhed 
into  the  room,  with  a  candle  in  my  hand, 
and  found  him  half  in  bed.  I  I'ei/ed  the 
villain  by  his  Ihirt,  hurried  b.ini  out  of  the 
room,  and  tumbled  him  down  flairs,  and 
there  he  remrdned  till  1  had  called  up  a 
fc»vant,  who,  by  my  OidciS  turned  hini 
out  of  dtx^rs,  naked  as  he  was.  I  ba<Ic 
them  throw  him  his  apparel  out  of  tiie 
window  ;  aril  liavc  never  fetcyes  on  him 
fiitce.  But  what  is  mure  aflonilbirg  than 
all  the  reft,  that  rafcal  had  the  aflurance  to 
fend  me  a  challenge  ;  and  indeed  a  very 
extraordinary  out  it  was.  Stay— -I  be¬ 
lieve  1  can  And  it.  You’ll  think  it  too 
great  a  ciiriofity  to  be  loll.” 

The  old  gentleman  arofe  from  his  chair, 
and,  after  a  Ihort  fearen,  (hewed  me  the 
following  letter : 

“  Sir,  Youv  ufsd  me  fcendelufly ;  a 
gantlman  of  my  profeflion  is  not  to  be 
tratfd  in  fuch  a  mencr  ;  and  fo  I  txpeckt 
fetlisfaxion  from.  Tour /^rvt**

pon.” 

”  To  this  elegant  cpiflle  I  feiit  hiai  an 
anfwer  to  this  cffcdl : 

Sir,  I  fliould  not  have  thought  it 
worth  while  to  write  you  an  anfwcr,  but 
that  I  am  unwilling  locxpofe  you  to  your 
oivn  fervant.  If  my  liable-boy  fpelt  no 
better  than  your  honour,  1  would  turn 
him  out  of  my  fervicc  for  a  l>l»H:kheatl. 
Should  you  think  proper  to  favour  us  with 
your  company,  you  may  depend  on  l>c* 
ing  foufed  in  my  horfe-pond.” 

“  Thusended ourcorrefpondcnce;  and 
thas  you  fee  that  this  man,  fo  iiifcnhble 
to  the  facred  laws  of  hofpitality,  wmuld 
have  drawm  his  fword  in  il^fcnce  c*i  lii.s 
hornnir.  Si  range  that  mankin*!  fhould 
form  fuch  ridiculous  notions  of  honotir,  ns 
to  believe  it  can  exifl  feparatc'*  frrim  'Irict 
honcAy !  yet  J  have  known  many  a  man, 
who,  upon  the  flighi»*A  provocation, 
would  have  murderrd  his  friend,  in  de¬ 
fence  of  hib  honour ;  but  made  no  fcruplc 
of  running  into  every  man’c  debt  that 
would  give  him  end*:,  though  Ite  knew 
it  impoflible  that  he  fliould  ever  pay 
them.  If  we  compare  the  conduct  of  thofe 
gentlemen  with  that  of  a  liigh  way  man,

with  the  greater  celerity  ;  but,  the  fhrub 
being  unable  to  I'lipport  his  weight, 
canic  up  by  the  roots,  and  dircovered  a 
mat's  of  tine  tilver;  and,  at  the  lame 
time,  he  found  tome  lumps  of  the  fame 
metal  among  the  clods  which  adhercil  to 
the  roots.  Tliis  Indian,  who  lived  at 
Poivo,  haftened  home  with  thefe  tirtt 
fruits  of  his  difeovery,  waflied  the  fiiver 
2fid  made  life  of  it,  repairing,  when  his 
foek  v'Ms  near  exhaulleil,  to  his  perpe¬ 
tual  fund.  At  length  an  intimate  friend 
of  his,  crlled  Ouaiica,  obfeiving  fueh  a 
happy  change  in  his  clrciimfanccs,  was 
delii  ous  of  knowing  the  caufe,  anil  urged 
liis  ejueftion  with  a  warmth  that  Guaica 
was  unable  to  deny.  F*)!*  fomc  lime 
they  retired  in  concert  to  the  mountain 
for  ffefh  fupplies  of  filver,  till  Guaica, 
refiifm;:  to  difctiver  his  method  of  puri¬ 
fying  the  metal,  Guanca  revealed  the 
whole  fecrct  to  his  malter  Villaroel,  a 
Spaniard  who  lived  at  Porco.  Imme¬ 
diately  on  this  information  he  went,  on 
the  2i(t  of  April  1545,10  view  this  for¬ 
tunate  breach  in  the  mountain,  and-the 
mine  was  witbnut  delay  worked,  with 
immenfe  advantage. 

This  firll  mine  was  called  the  Difeove- 
W.  having  been  the  occafion  ot  dil'eo- 

-;ji  vering  other  fourccs  of  riches  inclofeil  in 
ti'.c  bowels  of  this  mountain  ;  for,  in  a 
Ilw  days,  another  was  found  eijually 
^  ricli,  and  called  tlic  Tin  Mine:  lince 
M  that  another  h  is  been  difeovered,  and  di- 
■OSl  Piuguilhed  by  the  name  of  Rica  as  fnr* 
parting  ah  the  reft  ;  which  w’as  fucceeded 
by  the  Mcndieta.  Thefe  are  the  principal 
fpnines  of  Potort;  but  there  are  fcveral 
lifinaller  crortiiig  the  mountain  on  all  Odes. 
The  fit  nation  of  the  former  of  thf  fe  mines 
on  the  n(n*tb  fide  of  the  mountain,  their 
^diredion  being  to  the  Auith,  a  little  in- 
;^clining  to  the  weft  ;  and  it  is  the  opinion 
iof  the  moft  ititvlligeni  miners  in  this 
^country,  that  thot'e  which  run  in  Ihele 
direiftious  are  the  richeft. 

On  a  repoit  of  thefe  important  ilifco- 
•(  ries,  people  from  all  parts  retired  to 
dottili,  partieulaily  from  the  city  of  PJa- 
a,  which  is  litiMted  about  twenty-five 
leagiws  from  the  mountain  ;  fo  that  at 
prefent,  befidcf^  the  extmordin  iry  riches, 
Mving  ainonir  its  inhabitants  many  noble 
'’milirs,  particularly  thofc  concerned  in 
the  mines,  the  cirenit  of  the  town  is 
ear  twMi  leacues.  l*he  air  of  the  meun- 
[ain  being  (.xtremely  cold  and  dry,  rer- 
lers  the  ailjaccnt  country  remarkably 


barren,  producing  neither  grain,  fruit?, 
herbs,  nor  other  cfeulcnts.  The  tuwm^ 
however,  is  fo  plentifully  provided,  as  to 
enjoy  an  abundance  of  every  kind  ;  and 
the  trade  for  provifions  is  greater  here 
than  in  any  other  place,  that  of  Lima 
alone  excepted.  Nor  will  this  appear  at 
all  llrange,  if  the  great  num'oer  of  people 
employed  in  the  mines  be  courtdered. 
Some  provinces  fend  the  belt  of  their 
grain  and  fruits,  others  their  'cattle, 
others  their  manufaifkures,  and  Uiofc 
who  trade  in  European  goods  refort  to 
Potoli,astoa  market  where  thorc  is  a 
great  demand,  and  no  want  of  iilver  to 
give  in  exchange. 

Befides  this  c  rmmcrce,  here  are  a  fet 
of  perfons  called  Avia«loreR,  who  find 
their  account  in  advancing  to  ihe  mailers 
of  the  mines  cmined  Iilver  to  pay  tlieir 
ncccllary  cxpcnces,  receiving  in  exchange 
filver  in  ingots  and  pinnas.  Aiiullier  ar¬ 
ticle  of  great  con  cqucnce  is  the  ti  ade  of 
quick  filver  f(>r  the  life  of  thofe  mines; 
but  this  branch  the  crown  his  refcived 
to  itfelf.  The  vaft  confiimption  of  this 
mineral  may,  in  fome  mtafure,  be  con¬ 
ceived  by  the  great  quantity  of  filver 
produced  by  thele  mines ;  lor,  licforc 
the  Invention  ot  extraifliug  the  Iilver  with 
lefs  mercury,  a  m*  rk  of  lint  mineral  w’as  ♦ 
confurned  in  obtaining  a  merk  of  fine  lil- 
ver  ;  and  often,  by  the  ignorance  of  the 
vvorkmen,  a  ftill  greater  quantity  ;  but 
the  immenfe  confumption  of  qiiick-filver 
in  the  mines  of  this  mountain,  and  the 
riclics  extradled  from  it,  will  beft  appear 
from  the  following  accounts  of  two  au¬ 
thors  who  were  perfedlly  mafters  of  the 
fuhje«ft.  The  tirft  is  that  of  the  Rev. 
Alonzo  Barba,  parifti  prieft  in  the  impe¬ 
rial  town  of  Potort,  w'ho,  in  a  piece  on 
metals,  piihlilbed  in  the  year  1637,  fays, 
that  from  the  year  1574,  when  mercury 
w'as  firlt  iifed  here  in  extrading  the  filver, 
the  royal  ofiice  nl  Potort  has  received  ^ 
above  204,700  quintals  of  mercury,  ex- 
c.lurtvc  of  what  had  been  claiidcftinely 
bought  by  private  perfons,  and  which 
amounted  to  no  fmall  quantity.  And  as 
tins  was  confumed  in  the  fpacc  of  fixty- 
three  years,  the  annual  amount  is  about 
3149  quintals.  The  fecond  account  i« 
g’ven  us  by  Don  Gafper  <le  Kfcalona, 
who,  in  his  Gazophilaccio  Perubico 
(fd.  193.)  decl.ires,  from  very  good  au¬ 
thority,' that,  before  the  year  1638,  it 
apoeared  by  the  public  accounts,  that 
the  produce  of  the  Iilver  atnuuutcd.t«

the  point  of  pcrifhinif  with  hunecr,  that 
his  gcnervuis  benefactor  could  not  refrain 
tVvim  tears. 

How  different  muft  the  conduit  of  the 
cruel  gardener,  and  that  of  this  hum  lue 
imbleinan  appear  to  the  eye  of  every  un¬ 
prejudiced  mortal?  The  former  excites 
our  contempt  and  abhorrence  ;  while  the 
latter  engages  our  warmeft  w’ilhes  for  his 
hapninef-?.  And  furely  thofe  wretches 
thcmfelvcs,  who  hifc  no  regard  for  any 
thing  but  their  ow’n  intereft,  cannot  hcln 
applauding  this  beneficent  action,  though 
their  fordid  fonls  will  not  fuffer  them  to 
allifi  the  oeedv,  nor  wipe  the  tears  from 
ttie  blow  of  indigence.

PENsifK.  From  Mrs  Thicknefie's 
Sketchfs  c/  the  I.ivFS  and  Wri¬ 
tings  «/ Ladies  of  Trance. 

T''HIS  celebrated  Princefs  was  dangfi- 
ter  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans  and  of 
the  Duchefs  de  lloiirbon  dc  Mont- 
j'*cnficr,  and  was  born  in  the  Louvre 
the  29th  of  May  1627.  Ueing  deprived 
of  her  father  and  mother,  who  br>th  h  it 
France  while  ihe  was  an  infant,  Ihe  wa» 
brought  up  under  the  care  of  the  quern, 
her  grandmother,  who  appointctl  Ma¬ 
dame  de  Saint  George  (a  wu'man  of  great 
learning)  t<i  be  her  govcmcl.H.— -Mule- ' 
moifelle  de  Montpenfier  wrote  her  me¬ 
moirs  in  fix  volumes,  wherein  fhe  has 
not  only  related  every  cirenmiiante  re¬ 
lative  to  the  intrigues  of  the  court  and 
parliament,  but  of  her  own  life,  in  which 
arc  many  things  very  remarkable.  She 
was  a  w’omau  of  good  parts,  quick  dif- 
cernmeiit,  of  a  nuijeftic  appearance, 
haughty,  and  imoerious;  but  whpfc 
judgment  hems  to  have  been  often  tliiit 
out  from  an  excels  of  pride,  and  whofe 
turn  for  military  exerciiVs  is  not  the  lealk 
fingnlar  part  of  this  lady's  charader.  At 
tiie  time  w’hen  the  difputes  ran  high  at 
the  court  of  France,  the  town  of  Orlean* 
(which  belonged  to  the  duke  her  father) 
w«4s  jr.fi  upon  the  point  of  fobmitting  t#> 
the  king’s  uarty;  of  which  Madcmoilcllr* 
de  Mmitpenher  was  no  r«K>iier  informed, 
than  h’jc  let  out  immediately  from  Paris, 
and  marched  in  perfon  at  the  head  of  a 
fmall  number  of  troops,  and  forced  the 
inhabitants  not  only  to  open  their  gates, 
but  to  join  alio  with  the  parliAincntt

than  art ;  for  1  am  truly  fenfiblc  that  my 
rictedts  are  not  few  ;  but  I  flatter  myfclf, 
that  tl»c  truth  and  fincerity  with  which  1 
propofe  fpeaking  of  whatever  appe.ar8  to 
meeilher  good  or  bad,  will  induce  my 
friends  to  overlook,  or  make  allowances 
for,  that  whicli  they  fee  admits  of  amend¬ 
ments  1  do  not  alk  for  their  pity,  as  it 
would  hurt  me  to  be  thought  an  objedt 
of  »t.

He  ufiial- 
ly  went  to  Loiidvan  once  or  twice  in  a 
year,  and  then  only  to  kifs  the  klngS 
hand,  who  li.aJ  a  great  efierm  of  his 
worth  and  valour.  His  iinufu.al  drefsand 
figure,  when  lie  was  in  London,  never 
f.dled  to  draw’  after  him  a  great  croud 
of  hoys,  and  other  young  people,  who 
conftantiv  .attended  at  his  lodgings,  and 
followctl  him  wilii  huzz.is,  as  he  went  to 
court,  cr  returned  from  ir.  As  he  w’as  a 
man  of' huwniir^h^  would  always  thank 
them  lor  their  civilities,  when  he  left 
them  at  lire  door,  to  go  into  the  king;

^-uv-rnient  and  right  to  do  it,  (lie  had 
qime  it  without  excluding  (ircat  Britain 
fe)Tn  a  Iharc  of  t!ie  American  commerce, 
l|td  in  fudi  a  manner  lltPt  it  was  not  a 
g  necclVary  confeqiicncc  for  a  war  lo  cnfiie, 
r  uiDlefs  CTeat  r*rl\.ain  provoked  one.  The 
b  iiirnirK  ation  of  this  treaty  made  by  the 
l^cnch  aTnb.illador  a’db  had  nr*t  one  angry 
m>rd  in  it  ;  there  was  no  neecHity  therc- 
l^c  for  us  to  commence  a  war  ;  the  na- 
was  in  cii  cumflanees  every  way  iin- 
fff^for  fuch  an  undertaking,  and  if  pc.^r* 
clidd  be  prefirvcd  without  an  injury  to 
tSr  i’tmoui  of  Great  Britain,  it  ivas  an 
j|j|^  of  IV  ad  refs  to  go  to  war.  He  fa  id, 
1^1  he  been  to  adsife  his  tnajedy,  lie 
C^aiuly  would,  h.avc  ad. v; fed  him  merely 
timlatc  tfie  lacl  to  paili„r.i.i:%  r.nd  not 
b^ar.y  n  cans  to  liave  done  it  in  the  ian- 
of  palFion,  in  the  largiiage  of  le- 
liMtment.  As  the  matter  flood,  he 


thought  the  wifrft  way  would  be  not  to 
echo  back  the  melTage,  but  in  the  .addiefs 
merely  to  fay,  “  ihtir  loidfldps  were  on 
all  occalions  re.uly  to  fupportthe  honour 
and  dignity  of  the  crinvn.*' 

After  endeavoming  to  ihew  the  ncccf* 
f.ty  of  preierviiig  th  s  country  from  a  fo¬ 
reign  war,  it  pudible,  willi  honour,  his 
graic  .ulvfcd  theii  lordfliipsby  all  means 
to  withdraw  their  armies  Irom  America, 
and  court  her  alliance  ;  and  the  bdl  ttep 
towards  etfeding  tin:  latter  piirpofe,  he 
declared,  he  conceived  to  be  an  immediate 
declaration  of  her  indrper.denc> .  He 
had  thought,  he  laid,  very  much  lately^ 
on  this  fubjeCf,  and  lie  lud  in  his  ptxrket 
a  m.itter  which  he  had  carried  about 
him  for  above  a  week  pall,  and  wliich  he 
had  cndeavc'urcd  to  finilb  and  render 
more  pcrfe«^  ;  that  was,  a  bill  to  explain 
and  render  more  effectual  the  aiit  lately 
paffed,  appointing  commiflioners  to  treat 
with  America.  As  the  bdl  was  fliort,  he 
would  read  it  to  their  lordfliips  as  a  part 
of  his  fpeecli,  and  would  afterwards 
leave  it  upon  the  table  for  the  perufal  and 
conliileration  of  fuoh  of  the  houfe  aa 
chofe  to  advert  to  it. 

[His  grace  then  read  his  bill ;  the  pur¬ 
port  of  it  was,  to  empower  and  require 
the  commiflioners,  in  cafe  they  found  A- 
mcrica  to  liipport  her  independency,  to 
acknowledge  it,  and  to  come  to  certain 
other  terms  advantageous  to  America, 
but  which  were  only  to  hand  good,  if  ra¬ 
tified  afterwards  by  the  parliament  of 
Great  Britain.] 

His  grace  next  took  notice  of  the  alarm¬ 
ing  ftate  of  the  fiinds  ;  ihewing,  that  the 
miniller's  fubfeription,  which  he  had 
lH).illed  of  in  the  lower  houfe  of  parlia¬ 
ment,  as  renriarkahly  beneficial  to  the 
lenders,  had,  on  Monday,  been  at  four 
percent,  difeonnt,  and  was  that  day  at 
more  than  three  per  cer>t.  difeount;  and 
the  three  per  cents,  at  60  7-Xth8.  After 
ilwelling  for  loine  time  on  tiiis  circum- 
f*’av.ce,  as  a  proof  of  the  w.ant  of  credit  of 
admiiiiltratioii,  his  grace  adverted  t,»  the 
terms  of  the  loans  for  the  three  lafl  years 
of  the  late  war,  reminding  their  lordfhipfl 
that  the  firfl  of  the  three  loans  was  railed 
at  about  three  per  cent,  iiuereft ;  the  fe- 
cond  at  a  little  better  than  linjr  percent 
iiUerefl  ;  and  f'e  tiiird  at  rotipiitc  five! 

Having  gone  througliibls,  the  duUeie- 
ver.cd  TO  w.a:  had  f.ilien  from  one  of  the 
ru.ble  lords,  who  hail  fpoken  in  favourof 
t‘'c  addrefi,  decl.iring  tkat  it  wasfeanda- 
lous  m  miniUers  and  their  friends  to 
throw  tlic  blame  upon  brave  officers,

npt  only  get  a  fulhcient  fvirce  leady  to 
togin  tile  war,  but  by  reviving  the  Ipirit 
of  tlie  ConfliUition,  tiv  thopping  every 
rior,  petty,  elerklike  fyitcm  of  go- 
v^ri'inent,  by  leiuiering  the  opera* ions 
apd  plans  ol  the  cabinet  obvious,  clear 
j^Dd  tranfpair  nt,  fo  that  all  who  run 
Ittight  read,  they  muft  regain  the  cor.fi- 
dance  of  the  penple,  without  which  they 
could  neitlur  prolceute  the  war  w  ith  vi- 
jlpur,  nor  hope  to  end  it  with  lucctTs  and 
%^h  honour.  Above  all  things  he  ad- 
ylfed  them  lo  drop  the  fcandaloiis  cxer- 
of  undue  inllnence,  ti>  relieve  the 
^■ople  from  the  burden  of  corruption, 
*^fcl  to  advert  to  an  expriflion,  a  beauti- 
?W  exprcHion,  which  he  bad  met  with  in 
%  parliamentary  debates  of  former  }h.*- 
and  which  fell  from  the  mouth  of 
)ble  mem  ber  of  that  houfc  [the  Mai- 
5  of  Halifax],  viz.  “  That  eeery 
ight  taken  ofi*  the  nation  gave  her 
gs.’'  'J  hiis  by  lightening  the  pref- 
c  upon  the  people,  they  wouhl  have 
ver  to  exert  thcmfelves,  their  ancirnt 
it  w’ould  revive,  and  entering  into 
war  with  chccrfulncfs  and  oiaciityi 


they  would  pnrfuc  it  with  vigour.  TTe 
bank  ofivigland  inullbeconlidcred;  every 
poJiiblc  means  niiiil  be  exerted  to  allift 
tile  bank,  and  keep  up  public  credit. 
Sleeping  ami  waking  be  had  it  ever  in  his 
mind,  and  Dr  Price,  with  whom  he  had 
fretjnently  converled  on  the  fubje^t,  had 
convinced  him  of  the  urgent  needhty  of 
making  the  bank  a  primary  object  of  at¬ 
tention  and  fnpport. 

Hi?  lordlliip  next  pointed  out  the 
difibrcnce  between  men  fighfing  for 
liberty  a»'d  property,  and  the  (laves  of 
an  abfolnte  monatchy  fighting  for  their 
tyrant,  ar-d  in  a  caufc  in  W'hich  they 
had  no  intei  til.  As  a  proof  of  the  ot>- 
fcrvalions  he  made  on  this  head,  he 
mentioned  1  is  Iiavingbeen  in  France  twa 
years  and  a  half  ago  ;  when  having  occa- 
lion  to  ferry  over  the  river  (Yilnine)  at 
the  mouth  of  which  I,ord  Hawke  .had 
bead  the  French  fiett,  he  had  a  conver- 
ration  with  ftvcral  of  the  people  of  the 
country,  in  which  he  alkcd  them,  if  (s# 
they  coidd  from  a  hill  conr.mard  a  view 
•of  the  aelion,)  they  did  not  fed  much 
pain  at  feeing  the  flect  of  France  i*eat  by 
the  fleet  of  England  ?  w  hen  they  replied, 
“  None  at  all  ;  it  was  equal  to  them 
wh'ch  gained  the  vidory.” 

Jii?  lordlhip  comphuncr?  of  the  loofe, 
corrupt,  ai.d  iiugular  flatc  of  mat¬ 
ters  r<.ga>  ding  the  conUitution,  Ihewing 
that  ttic  king’s  name  was  revIKd  witii 
the  moll  In»ie<*cnt  famili  ril y  in  eveiy 
newfpapcr,  that  pariianukit  had  loll  the. 
pow  er  of  rraintainirg  any  of  its  particu¬ 
lar  piivilegi's,  tlial  the  miniflry  was  hut 
a  name,  that  onr  fleets  were  in  a  wretch¬ 
ed  date,  our  army  as  bad,  onr  rdbiuces 
alinoll  dr.dned,  and  the  pe<»'>V  ;it  large 
]f>ll  in  diflipatien  and  licci.tioufnel*  of 
every  kind,  lie  ndvifed  an  irimicdiatc 
and  univtrfaJ  reform  ;  a  deep  and  deter- 
miricd  rooting  out  of  every  principle  of 
coiuiption,  of  inidur  innucnce,  and  % 
levival  of  the  Ipirit  of  the  conl’itulion. — 
He  faid,  lie  would  not  caut,  nor  did  he 
mcfin  lo  pre.ieh  to  ibcir  lordfliips,  for 
that  \v.:s  the  ofliec  oi  the  clergy  ;  not 
that  he  thought  the  light  reverend  lord, 
w  ho  had  fpoke  in  the  prefent  debate,  had 
given  a  good  .iiifwcr  to  the  ch'»rge  of  the 
bench  being  cloathed  in  blood,  by 
preaching  up  a  fpirit  of  unanimity  f<»r 
\vo.  Tlie  right  levcreiid  lord  had  men¬ 
tioned  one  fpecies  of  relbnrcc  ;  he  would 
beg  leave  to  recommend  another,  and 
that  v.a<i  to  lopoffthofe  drones  of  focielv, 
the  church  benefices  ;  he  did  not,  he  Gid
